at his home in Ormond Beach, Fla., 
of William H. Anderson’s speech In 
Albany today, authorized his New 
York representative to issue the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“T had hoped that it would not be 
necessary for me or any of my repre- 
sentatives to make any public com- 
ment upon the inquiry into the activi- 
ties of the officers of the Anti-Saloon 
league. In view of Mr. Anderson's 
speech today, however, it seems de- 
sirable to state our position. 

“Tt is regrettable that Mr. Ander- 
son should imagine that there is any 
conspiracy in which any representa- 
tive of mine is a participant, to dis- 
eredit him or dis work. I especially 
regret that in the heat of this sit- 
uation he hag seen fit to associate 
Mr. Raymond B. Fosdick with any

credit me with being a ‘staunch friend 
of “prohibitoin’ as well as ‘a con- 
sistent Christian.”

|Rediscount Rate Raised 
By Two of Reserve Banks 


New York, February 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Perhaps the most 
striking developments in business and 
finance curing the past week was the 
raising of the rediscount rate by the 


Roston and New York Federal Re- 
serve banks. Prior to last week’s ac- 
tion these two, and that at San Fran- 
cisco, were the only banks of' the 
twelve regional institutions which did 
not have 4 1-2 per cent rates. In lift- 
ing their charge for rediscounts half 
of one per cent to that figure, the 
two eastern banks left the San Fran- 
cisco bank alone in maintaining a 4 
per cent rate. The rise in the offi- 
cial figure had, as it turned out, lit- 
tle immediate effect on the specula- 
tive markets, but the change excited 
considerable interest in financial cir- 
cls, where the significance of the move 
was a matter of wide discussion. 
Opinion on the’ point was diver- 
gent. In some quarters the view was 
held that the reserve banks intended 
to serve notice that credit resources 
are not to be expended in speculative 


ito a 4 3-4 and 5 per cent ra 


enterprises but are to be preserved 
for the usual commercial purposes. 
Others maintained that the two banks 
had taken their action in order to 
bring their rates into line with those 
in other districts and so prevent an 
undue demand on their resources. 
Still a t#ird view was that the change 
was merely a belated step to rectify 
what some consider an abnormal sit- 
uation; that is, a position in which 
official discount rates are below those 
prevailing in the open market instea‘ 
of being above, as is usually the case 
with the rates of a central bank of re- 
discount. 

In any event, it seems clear that 
the official action followed the market 
rather than anticipated. 


Money rates having shown a dis- 


firmer tendency for some 


concurrent improvement in busines» 
is taker. into considera- 


tion. Thus the best grades of com- 
mercial paper eligible for discount, 
at the reserve bank, which fell as 


low as 4 per cent at New York in 
1922, lately have been ruling at 4 3-4 
per cent. Only a few weeks ago 
the market was a 4 1-2 and 4 34 
per cent affair, with the best pames 
going at 4 1-2. Consequently the 
rise in the official rate followed a 
period of a tightening in the 
open market. also brought a slight 
additional Bocas up in the latter, 
the commercial paper market — 


The other money markets also m 
a slight response to the change. 

As has been stated, the effect on 
speculative vperations was Silght. 
Some hesitation was apparent in the 
stock market during the first hour 
after the news was known, but the 
actions were relatively small and were 
soon wiped out. 

Bonds gave ground somewhat, but 
cotton prices co: itinued to soar.

The duties of the godmother or god- 
father at the christening ceremony are 
not great, but they should not be dis- 
missed lightly. When one is asked to 
eponsor a child, it is not only an 
honor, but a responsibility, and for 
this reason parents should ask only 
very intimate friends or relatives. Al- 
though in America the relationship 
hetween godparents and godchildren 
ig not as close as if is in many uro- 
pean countries, where it often ranks 
next to that of the parents and grand- 
parents, there is responsibility in it 
nevertheless, r 

For instance, while the parents are 
the patur al sponsors of the child, if 
should die the godparents are in 
hound to be the child’s spiritual 
moral guides, and they must see 
the child is brought to confirma- 
tion at the proper time. 

It is customary for the godparents 
to make gifts 19 the child on the day 
of baptism and afterward, On the oe- 
easion of the baptisin the parents ure 
usually silver cups, knife, fork and 
apoon or a porridge bowl. But if the 
godparents are wealthy; they often 
follow the more practical plan of de- 
positing a sum of money in a bank or 
making an investment for the child. 

Custom in England. 

In Engiand it is the custom to in- 
sert a birth notice in the newspapers, 
but here notes are written to those !n 
the family and outside who are, or 
should be, interested. , Sometimes, in- 
stead of writing notes, the mother 
sends her visiting card with the little 
card of the new arrival attached to it 
with a narrow white ribbon. 

A child is usually christened . be- 
tween the age of six weeks and two 
months, but the parents may follow 
their own inclination in the matter. In 
the past it was considered bad form 
to have the ritual performed any- 
where but in chufch unless illness or 
other good reasons prevented, But to- 
day home christenings are gaining in 
ponularity. 

‘or many reasons thev are 
better for the child as well as the 
riother. The child is not exnosed to a 
eold in having its wraps removed, i' 
is less tiring for the mother, and ther 
is less excitement for the haby, who is 
more likely to be exemplary in be 
havior instead of erying, a8 so many 
do in chureh.

Durham, N. C., February 25.—Ded- 
ication of the new 
sium at Trinity college, being erected 
at a cost of 3%125,000, will feature 
nlumni day at the Trinity commence- 
ment in June. June 5 will this year 


be given over to the alumni activities | 


at the commencement and the events 
of the day will center around the 
gymnasium. At noon there will be 
held the annual alumni dinner in the 
main auditorium of the building. 

In the afternoon Trinity’s baseball 
heroes, captained by “Red” Ormand, 
of King’s Mountain» wili go forth 
from the building to do battle with 
Carolina, and at night the dedicatory 
exercises, consecrating the building to 
the memory of the 22 Trinity men 
who died in the world war, will end 
the day. 

The new gymnasium, which is rear- 
ing its head skyward now, will be the 
last word in architecture of its kind 
in the state and sufficient to take 
eare of the increasing volume of Trin- 
itv athbetics for a number of years 
to come. It will provide accommoda- 
tion for basketball, handball, mass ath- 
leties, indoor track, swimming, wrest- 
ling, boxing and gymnastic exhibi- 
tions. 

The building, of tapestry brick, with 
limestone and granite trimmings and 
Vermont slate roof, is being erected 
just to the north of the home 
Professor R. L. Flowers. The main 
entrance to the building 
and opens on a memorial walk whico 
to be built from the library to 
Haynes .athletie field. The building 
has an over-all dimension of 9) by 
165 feet. The main auditorium is 
88 by 100 feet» while the swimming 
pool addition is 52 by 75 feet.
